I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1955: 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  vital  statistics  that 
the  general  level  of  health  has  been  maintained  at  a  level 
which  compares  not  unfavourably  with  the  figures  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  -  Unfortunately,  in  common  with  most 
other  areas,  our  main  problems  are  no  nearer  solution-, 
Foremost  among  these  is  the  problem  of  the  aged  which  in 
Scarborough  is  numerically  at  least  bigger  than  in  most 
areas c  Fortunately,  we  are  well  endowed  with  voluntary 
workers  with  a  vocation  for  this  works  Co-operation  be¬ 
tween  these  workers  and  the  official  social  agencies  is 
steadily  improving.  This  means  that  better  use  will  be 
made  of  our  limited  resources,  though  whe ther  we  are  keeping 
pace  with  the  increase  in  the  size  of  the  problem  is  doubt¬ 
ful  c 


The  second  problem  is  the  neo~natal  deaths  and 
still-births  These  are  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the  same 
basic  causes  Though  our  knowledge  of  these  causes  is 
far  from  complete-  it  would  seem  reasonable  to  expect  that 
Scarborough,  whose  health  record  in  other  respects  is 
above  aver  age  for  the  country,  should  have  better  records 
in  this  respect  alsoo 

The  third  problem  I  would  mention  is  that  of 
the  maintenance  of  proper  standards  of  food  hygiene  My 
experience  in  Scarborough  is  that  instances  of  culpable 
negligence  of  the  rules  of  hygiene  are  in  normal  circuit 
stances  very  rarec  Trouble  usually  results  from  the  over¬ 
loading  of  facilities  by  the  sudden  influx  of  holiday 
makers  in  fine  weather o  With  staff  already  short,  there 
is  an  understandable  tendency  for  rules  to  be  relaxed 
These  are  of  course,  just  the  conditions  most  favourable 
to  the  growth  of  pathogenic  organisms  and  they  call  for 
extra  care  and  the  stringent  application  of  the  rules  of 
hygiene 
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Finally*  I  acknowledge  with  pleasure  the  support 
of  the  Committee  and  the  helpful  co-operation  of  officials 
of  the  Corporation,  The  staff  of  this  Department*  led  by 
Mr  ,  Toft ,5  Chief  Clerk  and  Mr  s  Pester*  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  have  carried  out  their  work  with  their  usual 
efficiency  and  good  humour e
